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* LESSONS FROM HISTORY IN 
= CHINA. 


(Daily Press, 11th February.) 

It is difficult in the absence of definite in- 
formation to form more than the most 
superficial judgment as to what is really the 
tendency of events in Northern China. 
There has always, even in the earliest days 
of our intercourse, existed in the empire a 
saving remnant of men who were anxious to 
do the best for their country, and who per- 
ceived the necessity of following in the path 
of free intercourse in the interests of China 
rather-than of foreign states. Such a man 
was apparently Inipv, one of the two Man- 
chu Commissioners appointed by the Em- 
peror Tao Kwana to negotiate the Treaty 
of Nanking; and such in the recent 
troubles has been the old Viceroy of 
Nanking, Liv Kouwna-y1. Unfortunately 
such men have never been acceptable to 
either party, and in every case the indivi- 
duals who have floated to the top have been 
those who were ready to make the wildest 
promises, aud accept the most compromising 
conditions with the assured intention of 
repudiating the entirety as soon as the op- 
portunity arrived. It was thus that in our 
early intercourse Sir Joun Davis, our Chief 
Superintendent of Trade, was imposed on 
by Krryrne, a fact the true significance of 
which was shown afterwardsin Kryine’s own 
Memorial to the Emperor, where he boasted 

_ of the game he had ‘succeeded in playing 
on the “barbarian.” It was thus that 

‘Ia Huwne-caana played with the late Sir 
THomas WADE at Chefoo, when he persuaded 

the English Minister. into sending his 

celebrated telegram, “War is averted ”— 

as it proved to be, by the surrender of 

every point the Minister kad been direct- 

ed to settle. And it is thus, by the same 

man and by the same methods, the present 

dealings of the Powers with China in her 

infamy are being drawn out, in the hope 

that in the chapter of accidents a page may 

be yet turned over which will afford a safe 

retreat for all the chief actors in the outrage. 

In spite of the ever recurring blunder, it 
is the. best-sign of the piesent crisis that 

amongst the nation at large men are begin- 

ning to.recognise the fact that in the first 

place it has become necessary for the con- 

tinued existence of China that she should 

gain the goodwill of the chief Powers; and 

in the second that she can only do this by 

conforming to those broad general principles 

of mutual respect under which European 

states have had leisure to grow to greatness. 

The policy of seeking to divide her assiduous 

friends, which was the limit of Chinese 

statesmanship hitherto, has, as none know 

better than its chief exponent Li, broken 

down, but only after reducing the Empire 

to the verge of extinction. The Emperor 

himself, and the small band of étatesmen 

whom he had gathered around him, had 

clearly perceived this fact, but- with the 

strange halucination which has been the 

guiding spirit of the foreign Powers in their 

intercourse with China, it was always to the 

other type of ministers that they preferred 

to turn. The ignoble lesson learnt by 

Captain Exurorrt in 1839 has been repeated 

_ by each Minister in turn; each has refused 
to take example by the humiliation of his 

peepee ce to learn that he in his turn 

-commil the same cardinal error 

of bargaining away substantive gains for 

airy and delusive promises. In the pre- 

sent negotiations for the return of the 
‘Court to Peking, there is an attempt at 
going over this old comedy ; and though up 
to this England and. any, as the 
‘Powers principally interested, have fairly suc- 
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ceeded in keeping clear of the old entangle- 
ments, there 18 already, we fear, some danyer 
of: a return to old conditions. A very 


evident attempt is being made, for instance, 
to barter off the return, as if it were some- 
thing in the interest of the Powers for 
‘which a valuable payment might be expect- 
ed; and though we do not at all suggest 
that the representatives of the Powers have 


taken so very evident a bait, no effort is 


being spared to find out the particular 
weakness of each in turn. On the other 
hand, with our eyes open our representa. 
tives are permitting themselves to be 
drawn into interminable discussions on 
subjects irrelevant to the main issue. 
The evacuation of Peking is a case in 
point, and the Chinese commissioners 


are seeking to barter off the evacuation | 


as a condition of return. On the other hand, 
every statesman in China, including amongst 
others the Yangtsze Viceroys, is well aware. 
tlt unless tre seal of government is 
brought back to some central point, and 
that quickly, the little authority that re- 
mains in the Empire will from the very 
nature of the case disappear. We are, in 
fact, in listening to these suggestions from 
the agents of an effete Court, really only Ras- 
tening cn the catastrophe, wrich they pro- 
fess to dread, but are in ieality intriguing 
for. In the eyes of the Empress Dowager, 
the restoration of China is a matter of per- 
fect indifference, except as a means of her 
own return to the power of mischief, and the 
contir:ued exclusion of the Emperor; and in 
order to gain this she is ready to make any 
sacrifice at the moment. It is not the first 
time in the history of foreign intercourst 
with China thas t'e same game haa 
been played. In January, 1849, there 
was no difficulty in concluding a truce with 
the Commissioner at Canton. Hongkong 
was to be ceded, an indemnity of $6,000,000 
was to be paid; for the future there was to 
be direct official intercourse on terms of 
equality, and trade was to be resumed in 
ten days. The British Superintendent Cap- 
tain Exxiogt, after praising the scrupulous 
good faith of the Chinese Commissioner, 
handed him back the substantial guarantee 
which he held in the possession of the 
Chuenpi Forts, commanding the city of 
Canton. The Chinese Commissioner had 
gained all he wanted, the Emperor was 
reported to have disapproved the cession, 
and the weary course had again to be gone 
over at the cost of a war. So much for our 
first attempt to negotiate when holding the 
trump card. Why try it again?

CHINA’S OPPORTUNITY IN 
EDUCATION.

A few years ago a strong movement was 
made in cennection with London Universi 
to have the system in vogue altered fund, 
amentally by converting the merely examin- 
ing body, without any coherence, into a 
regular teaching University, where students 
would have the immeasurable advantage of 
being able to enter into personal and friend] 
rivalry with their competitors. Althoug 
on the face of it the proposed change had 
almost everything to recommend it, it met 
with strong and lasting opposition, and it 
was only by the most persistent efforts on 
the part of its friends, amongst whom one 
of the most prominent was the late Member 
for the University, now Lord Avzsuey, that 
the Bill for the change was carried, so that 
London will in a short period have not 
only an examining board, but a real teach- 
ing University. Itis curious to find exactly 
the same train of argument which led to the 
erection of a school for learning, instead of 
the barren examining board in London, 
made use of by a Chinese writer in the 
T’ung-wen Hu-pao in connection with the 
decision of the Powers that examinations 
shall cease for a term of years in those pro- 
vinces where the graduates distinguished 
themselves by thtir misconduct. Here, he 
says, is the nation’s opportunity- «Let the 
authorities use it to abolish everywhere the 
old worn-out methods, and establish instead 
‘government schools, which shall teach the 
student something better than the mere 
poring over old books, without the practical 
education which personal emulation can 
alone supply. Not all the neatly turned 
phrases of the most elaborate eight-legged 
essays can give any hint, the writer adds, 
as to.the pr way .of conducting inter- 
national relationships.

IMPERIAL DECREES. - 


PROTECTION OF FOREIGNERS IN THE 
INTERIOR. ; 

The following Decree Was issued on the Ist 
inst.:—In our treaties with foreign countries 
there are certain clauses set down, plainly allow- 
ing all foreigners to enter the interior provinces, 
and in our anxiety to preserve friendly relations 
with our neighbours we have again and again 
commanded the officials of the provinces to take 
great carexin protecting such foreigners. In- 
stead of doing’ so there have been 
man of our officials who, in their 
carelessness and recklessness, have neglected 
their duties, thereby encouraging the rowdy 
classes to trouble and disturb said foreigners, 
murdering and grievously injuring them, there- 


. by bringing the present catastrophe upon Em- 


peror and country. All this has been due to 
the ignorance of eur officials of foreign affairs. 
From henceforth all of our Ministers and of- 


. floials must correct their attitude and strive 


to be friendly with all foreigners they may 
meet, so as to afford a good example to those 
under them. We must remember that there 
are over 100,000 of our countrymen in foreign 
countries who owe their safety to the protec- 
tion to the. governments of the countries they 
sojourn in. No one there has a thought of 
hurting the Chinese there. In return, our high 


- officials should apres upon their subordinates 


to see to it that whenever foreigners enter their 
territories similar courtesies must be held out 
to the strangers and evary effort made for their 
protection and comfort. If hereafter there be 
any instance of trouble and insult given to fore- 
igners by false patriots. the local officials must 
hasten at once to put a stop to the disturbance, 


_ failing to do which the culpable officials will be 


instantly cashiered and dismissed for ever from 
the publie service; nor will they be permitted 
hereafter to volunteer for service in other 
provinces, 

The translator of the above in the N.-C. Daily 
News, to whom we are indebted for the above 
translation, appends the following note :—The 
above decree is similar to former decrees on the 
like. seniest and may be taken for what it is 
worth. 


THE “REFORM DECREE.” . 

A copy of the “Reform Decree” arrived in 

hanghai last week. The N.-C. Daily News 
says that it is a private message to the Viceroys 
and Governors of the Emp:re and not a general 
decree to officials and people of the country.

come to light and their oe eae are now con- 
scious of their resp-ctive failings; they are now 
determined to act with unanimity and mutual 
friendliness for the best welfare and interests of 
the empire. Amongst the reforms needed by the 
country first and foremost is the speedy con- 
struction of the Yangtsze Valley Railway, and 
railways connecting Shanghai, Foochow and 
Nanking. . . ; Another reform is to change 
the present methods of literary examinations, 
.... » The decree closes with: “Our Vigeroys 
and Governors of the Empire must not think 
the above are empty words; they must know that 
we are determined to carry our reforms through 
without fail-and they are farther commanded to 


" send us recommendations of reforms as well as to 


atate- what they think of our own sug- 


gestions.” 


The “ Reform Decree” was, secording to the 
N.-C. Daily News, which bases its statement on 
a private telegram from Heian from a high 
official to his family residing in Shanghai, 
really drawn up by the Emperor himself after 
a Grand Council gathering and ordered by His 
Majesty to be telegraphed to all the ‘Viceroys 
and Governors of provinces to guide them as 
to what reforms should be inaugurated by them 
when the Emperor returned to Peking. In 
stead of this special decree, which had already 
been seon by several of the Grand Councillors, 
being telegraphed to the proviness at once, the 
document was handed to the Empress Dowager, 
who expressed great wrath at the Emperor's 
composition, and in conjunction with Lu 
Ch‘uan-lin drew up a shorter one of 1,000 odd 
characters exonerating the Empress Dowager 
from being a Conservative, dec ring that she 
was just as favourable to reform aa the Emper- 
or, while the Emperor himself is made to Bay 
that he only wanted a few changes and never 
intended to sweep away all old useless laws and 
customs. Kang Yu-wei and his reforms are also 
branded as traitors, and the whole of the decrees 
remind one of those superficial decrees issued by 
the Empress Dowager in 1898 immediately after 
the coup d'état. Ina word, the decree drafted 
by the Emperor on the morning of the 29th of 
January last is just opposite to the one which 
has now taken its place drawn up by the Empress 
Dowager and her advisor Lu Ch-uan-lin, which 
is now published as an open deeres and not the 


private message to Viceroys and Governors as 
first announeed. : 


REMARKABLE FRAUDS 
IN HONGKONG. 


—— 

A series of oxtraordinary and remarkably 
daring frauds had its natural culmination in 
ths Police Court on the llth inst., when 
John Lee, of America, described as a Doctor 
of Medicine, was brought up on two. charges of 
fraud—(1) obtaining the sum of $100 by false 
pretences at Victoria, in this colony, on 6th 
February, and (2) being in unlawfal possession 
of three pieces of silk embroidery, one tiger 
skin, two pieces of ivory, and one ivory-handled 


fan, total value $195, at Victoria, in this colony, 


on the 10thinst. The defendant isa tall, clean- 
shaven man of about 30 years of age, with a 
clear-cut but not altogether intellectual face. 
He was dressed in patent shoes and dark dlothes 
of a good pattern, over which*he wore a long 
dust coat. He did notiappear to be atiall im. 
pressed by his position as he stood in the dock. 

Leearrivedin Hongkong from Kobo by thé Ger- 
mau mail steamer Hamburg on the 5th inst. He 
went to the Hongkong Hotel that same evening, 
arrayed in the complete uniform of an assistant 
surgeon in the American Navy, and asked to se 
M. Haynes, the manager of the hotel. Mr. 
Haynes went to him, and Lee put a great many 
questions and displayed keen interest to know 
how many American naval officers were staying 
in the hotel, what ships they belonged to, and 
so on.. Lee stayed the night there, and 
next day, at five o'clock in the afternoon, 
went to a chandler's shop at 23, Lee Yuen 
Street. The owner of this shop has 
extensive dealings with American warships 
arriving in the harbour, and has a launch run- 
ning in connection. with these ships. Besides 
this, American naval officers are in the habit 
of calling at the shop when they are ashore and 
getting whatever they require. Acting on this 
knowledge, Lee went to the shop, still attired 
as an American naval surgeon, and represent- 
ing that he was ins great hurry and had un- 
fortunately come ashore without money, ask- 
ed the loan of $100 to transact some business. 
The proprietor of the shop, deceived by 
the uniform — complete, as it was, in every 
detail—handed over the money, and the pseudo 
naval surgeon signed an I O U for the 
amount, affixing thereto the name of Charles 

- Morgan, U.8.8. Brooklyn, Leaving the 
shop, Lee made direct for the Canton ‘steamer, 
and sailed at half-past five for’ that -port. 
Arrived in Canton, and still wearing the sur- 
geon’s uniform, ho visited an embroidery dealer's 
shop, and bought goods to the value of $195. 
This shop is s branch establishment of one at 


8, Queen's Road Central, Chan Ming being the 


name of the proprietor. Lee represented to

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chant, that. he was just then rather short of | 
money, but would send: a. cheque’ as’ soon as he_ 
got to Hongkong, where his ship, the Brooklyn, 
was lying. Chan -Ming had business ‘in 
Hongkong, and décided to -sail:. with “Lo. | 
They got to Macao, and. transhipped. to.the 
Heungshan, by which vessel they -were.taken to 
Hisccons, arriving here at eleven o'clock in 
the forenoon of the Sth inst. The Heungeha 
had ne soonér made fast to the wharf thanTiee 
hurried ashore, hailed s ricksha,.got in, and dis- 
appeared. Chan Ming, not thinking there was 
anything seriously wrong, but nevertheless not 
altogether easy in his mind, took & sampan and 
boarded the Brooklyn, where, to his dismay, he 
learnt that no such person as Charles E. Morgan 
was known. The embroidery dealer then hurried 
ashore and roported.the matter at the Central 
Police Station. That same evening the chand- 
‘lery merchant, having learnt from enquiries 
.that he algo had been ‘swindled, reported thé ° 
incident of the borrowing of the 2100, and 
Sergeant Edward O'Sullivan, of the: detective 
pa i was euip'oyed of the case. On Saturday 
the sergeant discovered that his man,—in com- 
y with an American woman from Gage 
treet, had taken out two first-class ti kets for 
Manila, undur the name of Mr. and Mrs. John . 


Le, by the Loongsang, due to sail at noon on 


Sunday. Lee had gone ashore when the detective 
boarded the Logngsang, but was reported to be 
at the house of his friend in Gage Street. 
A watch was set, and presently Lee, with the 
woman and another man, came out. Chairs-

way tothe wharf. The woman and tho stranger 
were in front, Lee bringing up the rear. As- 
sured by Chan Ming that there was not the 
slightest doubt.as fo the identity of the man—.

the amount of $30, appeared to take pity on her 
plight and gave her this sum. The woman 
soon after wont away, sad at three periods dur- 
ing the day there arrived for Lee bouquets of 
flowers, letters, etc., luxuries rather out of place 
in a cell. Sergeant O’Sullivan brought the 
prisoner's baggage and that of the woman ashore, 
and in ‘the atter's boxes were found the silk 
goods, ivory, eto.

THE NEEDS OF THE NAVY, 

The lecturer dealt with this part of his 
lecture at considerable length. He said that 
as a phase of Home politics, promises of Army 
reform. were scattered broadcast by candidates 
for seats in- Parliament, during the election 
campaign just over, and without doubt, Army 
reform had been conclusively proved to be 
urgently required; but we had not heard a 
single word about the Navy!

THE ADMIRALTY AND TORPEDO-ROAT 
DESTROYERS. 

The policy of our Admiralty in stopping the 
construction of torpedo-boat destroyers, because 
there are big improvements in the air in the 
matter of turbine propellers, reminds one of the 
story of the mun who drained the water off his 
fish pond because it was going to rain and he 
wanted clean water; he got it after a time, but 
in the interval the poor fish all died. For them 
any kind of water would have been better than 
none, so with us and the t. b. destroyers. we know 
our men are ready to go to sea in washing tubs 
if need be and they have proved their grit in 
West Africa.

- chase by them a gift of 100 tins of samples is 
made, each tin stamped with the partioular 
refinery’s trade-mayk, and bearing a ticket 
; - denoting the sugar contained in it and 
the date of supply, while in every tenth bag of 
sugar sold is a wooden ticket which on presenta- 
’ tion at the office of the refinery entitles the holder 
: to a prize. None of those or any similar expedi- 
ents are adopted by the Hongkong refineries. 
No special inducements are offered by them 
to wholesale buyers, no attempt at all is made 
to enter into relations with consumers and no 
use made of advertising, which is now greatly 
increasing in Japan.: The great refineries of 
Hongkong are content to rest on their reputa- 
tion, on the almost unchallenged control of the 
market which their products have held for more 
thin a decade, every succeeding year apparently 
increasing that control and ousting every eom- 
petitor from it; But the competition, that is 
now not atened but an actual factor, is of a 
much more formidable nature than any it has 
heretofore encountered, and either energetic 
measures must be taken fo combat it or an en-

the year, and 27 prisoners were released on medi- 
cal grounds. 


Tho sanitary condition of the Gaol was good. 
here were 2,344 reports against prisoners for 


breaches of prison discipline, being an average 
per prisoner of 4 82 as compared with 2,459 with 
an average per prisoner of 5°66 for the preceding 
year, and 4,038 with an average per prisoner of 
7-9 in 1898. There were 7 cases in which cor- 
poral punishment was awarded during the year. 


The industrial employment of prisoners re- 


maing the same aslast year. There were 2,265,291 
forms printed and issued during the year, and 


5,966 books were bound during the same period. 
The value of the work done in the Printing 
Department amounted to $17,365.57. Deduct- 
ing the cost of type, paper, etc., from the earn- 


ings, the net profits amounted to $12,064 46. 


The total profits on all industrial labour 
amounted to $17,458.34. 

All the improvements in the Gaol have been 
completed. The new wing, however, has not 
been opened. as the locks for the doors have only’ 
just arrived from England. The building of 
the new quarters for the Staff proceeds slowly. 

The Gaol at the present time contains 500 
separate cella (78 of which are just about to be 
opened), and 14 association cells. : 

Five hundred and fourteen prisoners can thus 
becon fined on the separate system—the only satis- 
factory one—while 56 more prisoners could be ac- 
commodated on emergency by putting 5 prisoners 
‘in each association cell. ‘this eives a total 
capacity of 570 prisoners. The daily average 
number of prisoners was last year 486, and on 
occasions, by no méans of emergercy, as many 
as 598 prisoners were confined at one and the 
‘same time, while the numbers for several weeks

- The firm is one of the most influential - 
in Manila and during its. existence,;. which 
dates only to thé beginning of the Am- | 
eritan occupation, it has .accumulated a 
great amount of wealth. Mr. Carman practically 
controls the lighterage and bay transportation 
of the port of Manila, and with these vast inter- 
ests he has made his power felt everywhere in 
the business community. Besides for. many 
months during 1899 he furnished the:Govern-. | 
ment with most of the bull-cart transportation 
for carrying on the operations in the provizices. 
The pglice have not. yet made-ont. any 
formal charges against Mr..Carman, and-his 
present status is that of a mian-held.on  .

The defendant, in evidence, said that on the

When he found this out he petitioned the Com- 
missioner of Customs at Hongkong.

He | 
told the plaintiff that as there were so many 
launches in competitionhe*could not pay him 
the license fee. The plaintiff recommended
